Dirt Eatere 
The practice of eating earth is not 
confined ‘to any race or region of the 
world, In America, several tribes of 
Indians of the northern as well as 
of the southern continent, are given 
to using earth as food. Different 
varieties of clay seem to be preferred, 
The Pawnee Indians used a yellow- 
{sh clay, which they shaped into little 
balls that were allowed to dry in the 
air and were then slowly roasted at 
the open fire. When the clay attain- 
ed a red color the balls were remov- 
ed, moistened with water and eaten. 
These clay balls were especially liked 
when eerved in connection with fish, 
and seem to have promoted digestion. 
The Timmeh Indians, of the Mac- 
kenzie river used to resort to earth as 
food in times of famine. They dug 
out the clay found in hollows along 
the banks of the river. In prosper- 
ous years they chewed the clay as a 
delicacy, The Apaches mixed pow- 
dered clay in their meal before making 
this into their rude loaves of bread. 
The Indians in the uplands of Bol- 
{via ate a light clay that is nearly 
white in color; this they used either 
raw or in the form of cakes of var- 
fous shapes, which were sold in the 
market places. They also prepared 
@ 6auce with the clay; this they ate 
with boiled potatoes. 

Among the negroes of the Guinea 
coast, as well as among those in West 
Africa, the eating of dirt is very com- 
mon. The natives of the Soudan dig 
their favorite clay from between lay- 
ers of sandstone in the banks of the 
rivers. The natives of Java prepare 
their cakes of clay containing ochre,

Waste of Coal 


Twenty times as much coal is now 
taken from the mines of the United 
States as was taken in 1850. It is 
estimated that :.t the present rate of 
consumption all the coal will be go:e 
in 2050, 

Most of the coal !s wasted. For 
every ton of anthracite, a ‘on and a 
half are wasted in mining; for every 
ton of bituminous coal, half a ton is 
wasted, Thousands of tons of slack 
and culm are burned to free the mines 
from obstruction. This could be 
made Into briquettes with coal tar and 
utilized, 

Eight per cent of the coal used fn 
manufacturing districts goes up in 
smoke, The smoke injures health, 
damages clothing clothing, buildings 
and vegetation, and the annual loss 
from this source is estimated at $600,- 
600,000, 

But there is more waste than this, 
It is estimated that with the best fir- 
ing in use, only 15 per cent of the 
heat units of coal are developed into 
power. There 1s still greater loss 
in producing light. Not one per cent 
of the energy of coal {s used in pro- 
ducing electric light. 

These facts are given in an article 
in the New York Independence, by 
Mr. Chapin, instructor in economics 
and sclology in Smith college. They 
are, no doubt, continually present to 
the scientific mind, and it js likely 
that some day a more economic pro-

STONE AGE IN CORFU 
Remarkable Discoverles Reported by 
German Archaeologist 
Although the German Emperor has 
been prevented from visiting Corfu 
this year owing to the political situa- 
tion and the marriage of his daugh- 
ter, his interest in the island, and 
especially in its archaeologicn] sec- 
rets continues unabated, and he has 
been kept informed (states Reutei’s 
correspondent) or the progress of the 
excavations which have been contin- 
ued under the well-known German 
archaeologist, Professor Dorpfeld, In 
collaboration with the Greek archacol- 
ogist, M, Romaeos at the spot where 
the famous ‘Gorgo’ and the temple 

rulns were discovered last year , 

It has been the Kaiser's carnest de- 
sire to discover the site of the town 
of the Homeric King Alkinous, and 
with that object Professor Dorpfeld 
undertcok test excavations at many 
points In the island. At first only 
ruins of historical times were found, 
dating no further back than the fifth 
oz sixth centuries B.C., but this year's 
excavations in the north-west corner 
of the island and on the southern side 
of Cape Kephall have given valuable 
results. 

Important discoverles have been 
made going back to the remote times 
of the Stone Age, long before the Ho- 
meric period, the relics now brought 
to light being attributed by tae arch- 
about 
years B.C, They include several 
stone hand mills, in which the corn 


| was ground into flour in a cavity in 


a stone olock by means of heavy stone 
balls, somo of waich have also been 
found, Judging from the descrip- 
tion in the Odyssey of the hard all 
night work in the grinding of flour 
in Alkinous’s palace, it would seem 
that these primitive appliances were 
still in use in the Homeric perlod, 

Toothed filnt’ blades, some of the 
cutting implements of the ancients, 
have also been found, and fragments 
of pots of the pre-Mycenaeic civiliza- 
tion, made by hand without a lathe, 
this mechanical ald not having been 
invented in that period. It is, how- 
ever, worthy of note that among these 
fraginents of tho archaeologists alsc 
found others of the Mycenaeic civill- 
zation, which, no doubt, were import- 
ed. In the vicinity of Cape Kephall 
have been discovered 
pointing to the existences of several 
temples dating back to nearly 300 B. 
Cc, 


Origins of Taverns 

The modern public-house owes its 
origin to the time of the Roman con- 
quest, for with the opening of the 
country by the Romans litthe inns 
and such-like places were constructed 
for the convenience of travellers. 

As time went on the selling of liq- 
uor became so lucrative that tavern- 
keepers began to vie with one another 
as to the means of attracting the 
thirsty; and in order that no public- 
house should be passed by un-heeded 
a pole with a furz-bush on the end was 
erected over the door of every tavern, 

At length, however, these becamo 
such a nuisance that a law was en- 
forced forbidding the use of poles 
which projected further than seven 
feet over the king's highway, and 
this was the incident which gave ris2 
to the proverb that good wine needs 
no bush, 

Very few of the old taverns aro in 
existence today. ‘The Seven Stars, of 
Manchestes claims to being the oldest 
public-house in Great Britain, and it 
has had a licence for over 650 years,

SILENT WOMEN INCREASE 


| They Now Think More and Say Less 
Says French Scientist - { 

M. Dubudout, a French Scientibt, 
|has recently given out some startlihg 
\facts, which appear to show that the 
tendency of woman to talk is actual- 
ly growing less, and that if this alarm- 
ing decline keeps up the woman of a 
thousand years from now may te 
man’s silent partner, speaking seldom 
fand only when words are absolutely 
| necessary 

This strange change, he says, can 
| be explained in several’ way For 
that there has been a change I have 
no longer any doubt, after my exten- 
ded observation, not only in France, 
} but in America and Hngland, and It- 
aly and Spain. Women are not the 
| persistent, animated conversational- 
jists that they were twenty years ago, 

Take for instance, women In res- 
taurants and at public places of all 


kinds, where they aro seen freely 
moving about with men. Every- 
| where you see the men taking not 


only their own share in the conver- 
sation, but even leading it in many 
| cases. At receptions, too, and at 
| public dinners, the fair sex seems, for 
} some time now, to be letting the reins 
of conversation slip from their hands, 

One explanation for this queer state 
of affairs is that women, with their 
| growing interest in outside doings, in 
business and politics, and In the stren- 
;} uous pursuit of careers independent 
of men, are becoming more and more 
self-absorbed. A woman whose mind 
is occupied with some burning ques- 
tion of the day, or who ts greatly con- 
cerncd over the success of her next 
business venture, or the popular ap- 
proval of her latest book or picture 
or song, is not nearly so likely to 
keep up a running fire of light con- 
versation as Ler more care-free sister 
of twenty years ago. 

If the man she is 
inclination to talk she 1s more than 
willing to let him, It gives her 
| greater opportunity to follow out her 
own train of thoughts, while outward- 
ly she pretends to drink in every word 
| that he says 

The old-fashioned woman was not 
interested in self-advancement. Nel- 
{ther did her own affairs absorb her. 
{She chatted on constantly, sometimes 
interestingly, cleverly, occasionally 
even brilliantly, but always more or 
}or less superfically, Now she ts in- 
| terested more deeply in things she 
does not seem able to talk about 
them so readily. 

M. Dubudout claims to have spent

Bench grafting Is done on benches 
or tables, usuntly indoors during win 
ter, Cuttings of resistant varteties 
that root easily or good, young, root 
ed plaints are usually bench grafted. 

‘The grafting of vines growing tu the 
nursery is called oursery ting. 
Vhis form of propagation is usually re- 
sorted to with varieties resistant to 
Phytloxera that do not grow readily 
trom cuttings. Routed cuttings of oth: 
er varieties are grafted to the nursery 
and resulting vines planted tuo the 
Vineyard.

Selection of Scions. 

The selection and proper keeping ot 
the selons for graftung are very im 
portant, Medium sized, short jointed, 
firm, well ripened wood should be se- 
fected. Do not allow the selons to dry 
ont, but keep them dormant until used 
by covering completely with talrly dry 
ennd ina cool, dry cellar. 

lo all grafting a joining of the In- 
ner bark of the stock and scion must 
be necomplished. Vhis bark is thicker 
on the stock than on the scion ‘The 
iion, especially in clnesard grafting, 
needs to be closely observed when the 
eclons are tnserted, In bench grafting 
seions and stocks of like diameter can 
be selected, making possible such per- 
fect grafting that the luner barks join 
et almost every polnt, allowing their 
Kultting to become easy and complete, 

In, bench grafting the visible and 
adventitious buds ure cut ont of the 
cuttings used as stocks so ts to prevent 
fs much as possible the sprouting of 
suckers from the stocks after they are 
planted, 

In vineyard grafting mans operators 
a month or so before grafting cut off 
the stem of the sine an inch or two 
abote where It 1s to be grafted so that 
the stock may bleed profusely, Water 
sprouts that otherwise would appear 
are thus ton great extent eliminated 

In cleft grafting the vines are cut 
off at n smooth place near and prefer: 
ably a Uttle above the surface of the 
ground uniess It Is desired to-have the 
grafts establish themselves on thelr 
own roots, as it makes the removal of 
water sprouts and roots starting from 
the sclon much easier and lessens the 
danger of injuring the sclon before It ts 
U. roughly knitted to the stock. 

Bench Grafting, 


In bench grafting a smooth surface 
for grafting is selected nhovre a node 
on the stock. The node keeps the stock 
Grom sniifting helow it during the 


| grafting procées, After cutting off thd 
| atock, whether a vine or a cutting, split 


ft longitudinally with a knife or shears 
or, if a heavy vine, with a chigel. In 
cleft grafting stocks not more than 
an inch fn diameter the shears can be 
used fn making both the horizontal and 
the longitudinal cuts, To prevent the 
bruising of the bark {n cutting keep 
the blade of the shears on the alde 
where the scion {s to be inserted. ‘To 
prepare the scion cut with a sharp 
knife a simple wedge, beginning at or 
slightly below a bud and making’a 
Jong sloping cut toward the middle 
and a simiJar one op the opposite sida 
Scions of two eyes are preferable, ‘Io 
insert open the cleft and push the scion 
in firmly until the bud ts just above 
the upper end of the stock, taking 
care that the inner barks of stock and 
acion fit closely, When large vines are 
grafted it may require a metal wedge 
to open the cleft. In large vines two 
scions, one on each side, are frequently 
used. 

Another favorite method witb small 
siocks, especially in bench grafting, 
when the diameter of the stock {is the 
satne or very little greater than that of 
the scion, is the Buglish cleft, split or 
whip graft 

The treatment given vines during the 
first years of their growth largely de- 
termines the profit and pleasure to be 
derived from tbem. If improperly 
cared for during this period satisfac 
tury returus are not obtained after- 
ward. 


Cuttings and Rooted Vines, 


If cuttings are planted and the sup- 
ply ts sutticient two in each place tn- 
crease the chances of getting a full 
stand. Should both enttings grow one 
of them can ensily be pulled up with- 
out injuring the other. ‘To protect the 
cuttings from drying out plant them 
so that the top bud projects only # 
trifle above the ground. 

If rooted vines, elther plain or graft- 
ed, are used the roots sbould be cnt 
back to three to four inches, depend- 
ing on their vigor. Only one cane of 
the tup sbould be left, nnd this should 
be cut back to two or three good buds. 
If grafts are used all scion roots and 
all suckers should be carefully re- 
inoved, 

uring the Orst year after planting 
no pruning or training is usually give 
ep, although it Is perbaps a good plan 
with vigorous plants, especially if the 
seasun is propitious, to rub off all ex- 
cept the straightest and strongest of 
the young shoots that start. The fol- 
lowing winter the vines should be 
proned and staked before they start to 
grow, the size of the stake used de 
pending on the method of training 
adopted, 

By the third year all vines should 
have erect, straight stems, with two 
or more cunes growing from the prin- 
cipal part, out of which the bead or 
crown ts to be forined and from which 
the growth of the vine ts to be renew- 
ed from year to senr, 

‘To prove intelligently the age, size 
and condition of the plint, the location, 
climate, soll and otber features of its 
ensironment and the principles gov- 
erning its Hfe must be considered. 

A stateinent of some of the more im- 
portant of these life principles follows: 
The sap fluws with greatest force to 
the outer extremities; the more up- 
right a branch Is the more sap flows 
into it; the sap when abundant and ac 
live produces wood; the more abundant 
the tow of the sap the larger and Iiter 
the fruit; the ascending sup grows 
richer the tarthber tt flows; checking 
the flow of the sup makes the plant 
bear earller and produces more and 
neber fruit: The vine usually bears its 
fruit on new shoots growing froin the 
wood of the previous year, The tine 
for pruning is in winter, when the 
vines are dormant They should not 
be cnt when frozen or while the sap is 
flowing rapidly. Summer proning is 
practiced on the young growth to regu. 
late the quantity of fruit und the 
bhiupe of the plant, 

In pruning one or more of the follow. 
ing objects are usually accomplished: 
Harts of plants removed, renewed, pro- 
moted or retarded; wounded und dis- 
eased plants cured; the shapes and bab- 
{ts of plants moditied; the size and 
quantity of the fruit facreased or dl- 
minisbed; the quality of the frule im- 
proved; the fruit made to ripen earilec 
or Inter; a reguiar succession of fruit 
gecured, and the spraying, training, 
cultivation und gathering of the frult 
facilitated. 

Methods Used In Pruning. 

There sre various ways in whieh 
the objects of pruning are accomplish: 
ed For Instance, the growth and 
health of a plant are promoted and the 
size of the fruit Is incrensed (1) by re 
moving all the disensed parts nnd suck: | 
ers, (2) by shortening extended shoots, 
side shoots and Interals, 13) by puting 
opright the part whose rapid growth 18 
desired and (4) by removing the fruit 
buds or fruit. The plant is retarded tn 
growth and made to bear eariler and 
tleber frult by shortening the Jeading 
shoots and lJenaving the fruit) bearing 
wood and by bending down the branch. 
es and ring pruning them. ‘The henl- 
Ing of wounded and diseased plants ta 
promoted by removing the injured 
parts and dressing the wound, ‘The 
bend of a plant ts renewed hy cntting 
off the branches above; the hend ts 
made to grow thicker by cutting back 
the onter branches und to grow thin- 
oer by amputating all canes on which 
there Is too much growth 

There are so many species of grapes, 
ench having pecullarities of Its own 
and therefore responding most readily 
to certain cultural methods to which It 
fe best ndapted, that the prouing, tratn- 
ing and growing of vines, which other- 
wise may appear quite simple, hecome 
complicated operations In which com: 
paratively few people grow expert, and 
thneyarda in which serious ‘nistakes 
tre not innde are rare.

Yet, when he ia 
called upon to say something in pri- 
vate or in public he can invariably 
make a speech which commands both 
attention and admiration. Perhaps he 
inherits this silent quality from his 
Scotch father, who was one of the 
pioneers of the Huron district.
